The 1933 salary cut was restored on 
Tuesday evening to most of the school 
teachers and other departmental em- 
ployees, retroactive to March 1. Ex- 
cluded from the revised scale were several 
teachers who have come since 1933 and 
who are not yet on tenure. 

In the original budgetary request an 
allotment was included for restoration 
as of April first to all teachers who were 
here in 1933 at the first of the year. The 
town meeting increased the budget suf- 
ficiently to make the restoration effective 
as of March first with all the other town 
employees. 

At Tuesday evening’s meeting it was 
pointed out that all town employees, in- 
cluding those who started work for the 
town since 1938, were to be included in 
the restoration, and a motion was made 
to the effect that all teachers should be 
included in the restoration. There were 
two opposite points of view expressed: 
one that the teachers who came since 
1933 were not given to expect that they 
would be restored to the old salary scale, 
and the other that most of them had re- 
ceived this implication, it being specifi- 
cally understood in the setting of new 
salaries for some of the new positions 
however that the restoration would not be 
effective in those particular cases. 

As a compromise it was finally voted 
that all pre-1933 teachers should be re- 
stored to the old scale, plus all regular 
teachers appointed since 1983 who have 
reached tenure or who will reach tenure 
this year. This leaves out some ten regu- 
lar teachers who will continue on a scale 
lower by the amount of the cut than the 
present scale. 

A resolution on the death of Mrs. 
Barnes was presented by Mrs. Annie 5. 
Angus and adopted by the committee. 
Miss E. Marjorie Smith and Miss 
Nancy Hird were given salary increases 
for professional study. 

The matter of lighting around the school 
buildings and the matter of buying fuel 
for the year were left in the hands of the 
buildings and grounds sub-committee.

Comic Ballet at Academy April 20 


So successful has been the series of 
presentations at George Washington Hall, 
Andover, under the auspices of Phillips 
Academy, that it has been decided to 
bring Trudi Schoop, the great Swiss 
dancer, and her Comic Ballet, now on its 
second American coast-to-coast tour, to 
Andover on Tuesday Evening, April 20th. 
Miss Schoop, who has been called the 
Charlie Chaplin of the dance stage, was 
first brought to America a year ago by the 
great impresario, S. Hurok, who, having 
heard of her triumphs in Europe and the 
Orient, imported her and her entire com- 
pany of 22, and she has, in these two 
transcontinental tours, more than justi- 
fied the acclaim which has long been hers 
in Europe. 

Born in Zurich of an old Patrician fam- 
ily, she was sent to the State Theater 
School by her family, who early recog- 
nized her histrionic ability. She was quite 
dissatisfied with the roles to which she 
was assigned, and it was not until one 
summer, while mountain climbing with 
her father, that a tree, curving in the wind 
of a severe thunder storm, caught her 
fancy and caused her to realize that it was 
not an actress that she should be, but a 
dancer, where motion and rythm were the 
mediums of expression. The very next day 
she demanded that her father rent a 
theater, and for three months she im- 
provised dances and rehearsed entirely 
without guidance. Comment was favor- 
able and, encouraged, she went to Vienna, 


where she studied ballet. Later she studied 
at the Duncan School, and a triumphant 
tour followed her debut recital. Many 
would have been elated at this success, 
but Trudi Schoop was definitely dissatis- 
fied. Conventional choreographic move- 
ment, no matter how beautiful or strong, 
left her unmoved. She could not find 
herself until one day, in the parlor in the 
midst of a family group, she indulged in a 
little family mimicking, and was instantly 
aware that comedy offered the outlet she 
had long been seeking. Indeed, the comic 
had been so long expected from Trudi, 
that every one took it for granted—since 
it is very true that what is most natural 
to one, is rarely appreciated. The family 
still laughed, but Trudi Schoop had 
found herself, and within a short time she 
had cast aside all her classic and con- 
ventional interpretations, created several 
“‘tragi-comedies” in choreographic form, 
and rehearsed a company of 22 in her new 
and decidedly novel choregraphic form. 
Trudi Schoop’s ballet innovations were 
launched in Berlin in September 1929, 
and the continuous succession of triumphs 
which followed, have led her to be ac- 
claimed not only as one of the dance sen- 
sations, but also as the originator of a 
new and refreshing form of balletic art. 
Her appearance in George Washington 
Hall, Andover, on the night of April 20th, 
brings to a close one of the most success- 
ful American dance tours of the past few 
seasons.

The Edwin Strawbridge ballet, “ Pin- 
a production by Junior Pro- 
grams, Inc., which will be presented on 
Friday afternoon, April 9 at 3.45 p.m., in 
the Memorial auditorium under the 
auspices of the local Parent-Teacher 
groups, Will have as one of its outstanding 
features a set of masks made by Bil Baird, 
one of the outstanding masters of the 
craft in America. : ; 

These clever caricatures which identify 
the characters of the different members of 
the ballet, open the way for a branch of 
handicraft which is not given a place in 
many school programs. Combining model- 
ing, color work and processing, mask 
making also releases the creative, im- 
aginative skill which many children pos- 
sess but are rarely inspired to use. Edu- 
cators throughout the country have 
recently been attracted by exhibitions of 
masks made of each other by young chil- 
dren who are studying the art as one 
phase of puppet-making. . 

Bil Baird, who created ‘“‘The Cat, 
“The Fox,” ‘Dr. Crow,” “Two White 
Mice,” “Dr. Owl,”’ and the other well- 
known “Pinocchio” masks for Edwin 
Strawbridge, was born in Mason City, 
lowa, and is a graduate of Lowa State 
University, where he specialized in mak- 
ing scenery with Professor Roach. After 
further study in scenery and staging at 
the Chicago Art Academy, he went to 
Europe to develop his high school hobby 
of puppet-making. 

Among his outstanding accomplish- 
ments have been creations for Tony Sarg, 
three years of participation in the na- 
tionally-known Thanksgiving parades; 
two seasons with his own puppets at the 
World’s Fair in Chicago; and one season 
with the Chrysler Advertising Marion- 
ettes. The masks which many famous 
band leaders use in impersonating other 
equally well-known members of their pro- 
fession were also made by this American 
man who developed his hobby into a life 
work, 

During the last few years his pursuit 
of this hobby—marionettes—has led him 
to experiments in motion pictures of these 
fanciful little manipulated characters.

Stretch of River Road 


River road is to be finished this 
year again for about the third time 
in the last three years, and presum- 
ably we have appropriated all that 
we shall have to for the reconstruc- 
tion of this particular road. For 
quite a number of years now the town 
has been appropriating funds to be

Through Tewksbury to the 
Lowell road this route should be 
taken over by the state both for 
construction and maintenance, for it 
offers a second Lowell-Lawrence 
route which would relieve the heavi- 
ness of the traffic across the river on 
route 110. 


Andover has enough mileage to 
take care of in highways serving An- 
dover residents alone in addition to 
the big state roads, without spending 
out more money on non-local stretches. 
Some move should be made to have 
the state assume its proper responsi- 
bility to River road.

Safety Talk at 
Meeting of PT A. 


Miss Doris Greenwood, Director of 
home and school safety of the Massa- 
chusetts Council, spoke at the Andover 
Parent-Teacher meeting Wednesday eyve- 
ning. 

In a very happy, live way she gave her 
ideas of cooperation between home and 
school in guarding the lives of children and 
making safety a reality. Our job is to 
“Teach children to adjust themselves in 
an unsafe world.” An accident often 
changes the whole course of one’s life. 
Last year 38,500 were killed in the U.S. 

The parent is responsible during the 
pre-school years, and the school should 
not be obliged to break up bad habits. 

She illustrated by street traffic lights. 
The duty of the parent is to go with the 
child, obey the signals and train the 
youngster to stop, look before leaving 
the curbing. 

In industry the man employed if he 
has been properly trained in youth will 
practice safety and will seek to “protect 
his life on his job.” 

In summarizing she said— 

1. We train as regards food, we train 
for health, why not for safety. 

2. Safety training is individual. Tem- 
perament should guide in our procedures. 
3. Safety-training is for all the time. 

The synonym for safety is self-control. 

4. Character formation can be taught 
in safety training. 

5. Recreation affords the opportunity 
for practice in safety. 

The senior high school age is the time 
when accidents increase tremendously. 
Why? 

Is it because of the hectic life we live? 
What of the influence of the automobile 
on the youth of sixteen years?

_ Acomparison between the two artists, 
in a double criticism, might have been 
interesting.

commentator on contemporary life, and 
painting for its own sake does not seem to 
be his nearest concern.

Bazaar and later for the New Yorker. 
| He also designed for stage productions. 
| Kenneth Hayes Miller urged him to 
paint seriously and Marsh studied in art 
schools and also copied Old Masters 
abroad. But he was not happy painting in 
the usual medium of oil on canvas and 
evolved for himself a sort of tempera 
technique, using yolk of egg glazes on a 
white panel. The paintings in this exhibi- 
tion are done in this medium; they have 
the freshness and descriptive brush- 
strokes of water colours or tinted draw- 
ings. The colour has the look of being 
added on afterwards, to heighten the 
effect of the monochrome drawing. The 
colour is in most cases much more agree- 
able than would appear from the frequent 
reproductions in magazines of art and 
other periodicals. “Life’’ recently re- 
produced two of the panels which Marsh 
has painted for the Post Office in Wash- 
ington. The rapid painting necessary for 
fresco should suit him. Perhaps in that 
medium, faced with the prospect of such 
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smallest picture of this exhibition, called 
“Buck Niggers” he has already done so.

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League of Women Voters’ Department Presents 
Report on Civil Service 


Report of the Government group on 
Civil Service or Better Personnel in Gov- 
ernment of the Andover League of Wom- 
en Voters: . 

The Government in Operation depart- 
ment began its series of 6 group meetings 
to study Civil Service on January 11, the 
first day of National Civil Service week. 

Partly because of the determined agi- 
tation of the National League of Women 
Voters both democratic and republican 
parties had adopted unusually strong 
Civil Service planks in their platforms 
last year. 

On January 12, President Roosevelt 
presented a 5-point program of govern- 
ment reorganization. The third point was 
reform of Civil Service “to extend the 
merit system upwards, outwards and 
downwards so that the government may 
attract and hold in a career service men 
and women of ability and service—this 
by extending the merit system to prac- 
tically all non-policy determining posts 
(about 250,000 jobs in addition to the 
$25,000 now under Civil Service); by re- 
placing the Civil Service Commission 
with a single administrator and by creat- 
ing a non-paid citizens’ board to serve as 
‘watch dog’ of the merit system; by in- 
creasing salaries of key posts sufliciently 
to hold the higher type of career employ- 
ees. 

Governor Hurley in his inaugural 
pledged “strict enforcement of the Civil 
Service laws.” 

Thursday of that week, America’s 
Town Meeting of the Air broadcast a 
discussion. Secretary Ickes spoke for 
Civil Service reform saying, “Inferior 
qualifications in personnel mean added 
cost of government, inefficiency in per- 
formance and even failure of the objective 
sought.” 

Mr. Thurman W. Stoner, a Buffalo 
attorney, in opposition defended the 
spoils system, saying, “the party per- 
petuates itself by feeding on the patron- 
age that it may control and dispense.” 

We began our work all agreeing that 
Civil Service reform is desirable—it being 
merely a question of the extent to which 
it should be applied. 

We used as a guide an outline of study 
prepared by Mrs. Fritz Marx, state chair- 
man of G.I. O. 

The books used were: 

1. Massachusetts Civil Service Law and 

Rules. 

Annual reports of the Massachusetts 

Commissioner of Civil Service. 

. Trained Personnel for Public Service 

by K. A. Frederic. 

Better Government Personnel. Report 

of the Commission of Inquiry in Public 

Service Personnel. 

5. Administration of Civil Service in 
Massachusetts by George C. S. Benson. 
The latter is in the Andover library. 
We had reports on Civil Service in 

England, France, Germany and the Uni- 

ted States, a report on the Andover Post- 

office—1 first class office—we discussed 
the federal Ramspeck bill, which has just 
passed the House, putting first, second, 
and third class postmasters under Civil 

Service. Then came reports on different 

phases of the Massachusetts Civil Service 

system, and finally an outline of the “1933 

report of the Commission of Inquiry on 

Public Service Personnel, something as 

follows: 

1. A career service system should be es- 

tablished in the various governmental 

units—federal, state and local. 

There should be developed in each of 

the larger governmental units an 

agency for personnel administration. 

All positions involving any compensa- 

tion or fees from the public treasury 

should be designated as falling into 
one of four categories. 

I—Political or major-policy determin- 
ing group, which would include leg- 
islators, elected chief executives, ap- 
pointed executives of cabinet or sub- 
cabinet grade who are expected to 
share responsibility with their chiefs, 
and in some cases the members of 
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Boards and Commissions and jm- 
mediate private secretaries of such 
officials. 

Ii—Judges—but not court employees. 

IlI—Military Service. 

1V—General Service. 

The General Service (Civil Service) 
should be placed on a career basis through 
sub-division, first of all, into career ser- 
vices, not into many classes as has been 
the American practice. 

The major classification should be 
along the following lines: 

1. Administrative Service. 

2. Professional and Technical Service. 
3. Clerical Service. 

4. Skilled and trade Service. 

5. Unskilled Service. 

With the establishment of these career 
services on a basis of competitive entrance 
and advancement on merit, the salaries 
of the top positions should be materilly 
advanced and adequate retirement should 
be made for each group. These five groups 
would be, as it were, ladders where one 
might start at the bottom and reach the 
top in his own field, but there would bea 
possibility of crossing from one ladder to 
another. 

The result of the discussions which 
followed these reports were: 

1. Entrance age limit should in most 
instances be reduced. 

No discrimination should be shown 
against married women or in favor of 
veterans. 

Educational requirements for examina- 
tions should be insisted on. 

In some cases a general examination 
would be preferable to a specific. 

. There should be a probationary period 
before final appointments. 
Temporary appointments should not 
be unduly used. 

There should be a good system of ser- 
vice rating. 

. There should be less emphasis on 
seniority privileges. 

There should be some system of retire- 
ment pension, including a retirement 
age limit. 

All these findings are ideals not to be 
hoped for all at once. 

We have tried to keep in mind our 
responsibility to the government, as well 
as its responsibility to give us careers. 

There are many bills in Civil Service 
coming up before the General Court. 

We are opposing House Bill 941, which 
would exclude married women from Civil 
Service, also H. 1075 which would do 
away with age limits for veterans. 

We are favoring a bill (H. 1073) to 
restore educational requirements, abol- 
ished by an act of 1935. ; 

We are especially interested in two bills 
on Veterans’ Preference. 

For the ideal service we believe that 
Veterans’ Preference should be abolished 
and therefore we favor House Bill 936. 
At present veterans do not have absolute 
preference, but all who pass examinations 
with a grade of 70 are put ahead of all 
non-veterans, so may have a preference of 
30 points. In the federal system they are 
given a bonus of 5 points and disabled 
veterans 10. If veteran preference cannot 
be abolished we favor House Bill 1332, 
which would give 5 points extra to vet- 
erans and 10 to disabled veterans. _ 

The hearing on these two bills will be 
at the State House at 10.30 on March 24, 
Wednesday. Come if you are interested.
